D. ONE WAY STREET 

iT. Wildwood Ave. - west bound - from Broadway to Thompson Ave. 

E. 90 MINUTE PARKING 8:00 AlVl - 6:00PM 

1. Oxford St. - north side - from 20’ west of Monroe St. to 70' 

west thereof. 

F. NO PARKING 5:00AM - 6:00PM EXCEPT SATURDAY AND SUNDAY 

1. Calhoun St. - east side - from 65 ft. south of Brackenridge St.
